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Does A. R. Testing Pay?

icised by some writers as made under abnormal con- 

ditions and therefore of little value. This because 
the cows are usually milked more than twice per day, and 
fed all the feed they need to show their highest capacity. 
Had such critics lived a few generations ago, when owners 
first began to feed their cows regularly and milk them 
twice a day, no doubt they would have criticised the pro- 
cedure as abnormal because it differed from the usual 
practice of herding the cows into a corral, roping them one 
by one, milking into a cup or bowl and pouring the milk 
into a pail guarded by a boy. In some of our southern 
states this was the method of dairying down to fifty years 
ago, perhaps later. 

It is evident that such critics do not understand the 
full intent of testing for advanced registration. That 
intent is to allow any cow to show what she can do under 
the most favorable circumstances, as it is the capacity 
of the cow in the turning of feed into dairy products that 
is to be gaged. The cow must be properly handled and 
the ration properly mixed. Any man who feeds a cow 
more than she can properly digest and assimilate defeats 
his own object; for by overfeeding the cow’s digestive 
tract is clogged, and useless work is given to her di- 
gestive organs in the disposal of the surplus feed. The 
point in feeding is to so feed the cow as to show her 
capacity for milk production, not for food consumption; 
and many a cow is fed to her capacity for production while 
the cow standing next is underfed with the same amount 
of feed. In speaking of this matter in a recent letter, 
Mr. Petersen, Superintendent of Official Testing in Minne- 
sota, wrote as follows: 

“Personally I believe that there has been entirely too 
much adverse criticism of so-called forced feeding ad- 
vanced registry records. This criticism has tended to 
lower the proper estimation of the value of A. R. records 
and has been decidedly unfair to the breeders that have 
put money and effort into giving the cow the best chance 
to show her capacity for production. I think that we have 
every reason to believe that on the average a cow trans- 
mits production in proportion to her capacity for high 
production and that, therefore, she should be given every 
advantage that will bring out the maximum production. 
You, no doubt, could name many more cows than I can, 
that made rather ordinary A. R. records in herds where 
they were not given the best opportunity and that later 
were sold into herds where they were given better chances 
and then made over 800 Ibs. of fat. I know of one case 
where a cow with a just over 600-lbs. fat record later 
under good conditions made over 1,000 Ibs. Another cow 
in the same original 
herd with about the 
same production rec- 
ord there failed to 
better her record un- 
der the best of con- 
ditions later. This 
shows that the 
poorer cow reached 
her limit of produc- 
sion under the poorer 
20nditions, where the 
good cow’s produc- 
tion was kept down 
because of the lack 
of proper conditions 
so that they were 
considered on a par. 
I mention this fact 
to support my con- 
tention that the so- 
called forced condi- 
tions of making A. R. 
records are not only 
justifiable, but, I be- i 
lieve, desirable for :

records were made at a loss; and as our state argicultural 
colleges have themselves made many fine records, at the 
time of the acceptance of the test of the heifer, Ohio 
Maudin Ormsby, owned and tested by the Ohio Agricul- 
tural College. she having shown the exceedingly large pro- 
duction for the age of 26,976.4 lbs. milk containing 924 
Ibs. fat in 365 days beginning test at 2-11-11, I wrote to 
Prof Salisbury, of the Ohio University to learn something 
as to the cost of feed in producing so large an amount of 
milk and fat. In replying to this inquiry he stated that 
the estimated cost of food consumed as given by him 
was approximately correct, he giving costs as estimated at 
the farm. He valued the grain at $35.00 per ton, the 
silage at about $7.80 per ton, beets at about $4.95 per 
ton and alfalfa at about $22.00 per ton, all rather high 
values and said that the cow consumed five tons of grain, 
five and one-half tons of corn silage, seven and one-fourth 
tons of beets, three and three-fourths tons of alfalfa and 
150 lbs. of minerals valued at about $6.00. He gave the 
total cost as $350.00 in round numbers, which in my esti- 
mation would cover a good profit on the production of the 
foods produced on the farm. The cow produced 26,976 
lbs. of milk containing 924 lbs. fat, which was sold at an 
average price of $2.50 per hundred; and $2.50 per hun- 
dred is but a regular farmers’ wholesale price in south- 
east Wisconsin. The total sales of milk amounted to 
$675.00, and deducting food consumed leaves $325.00 for 
labor and care. Any man can estimate what it might 
cost to milk and care for the cow. 

This record, begun just under three years of age, fol- 
lowed a large record at two years of age; and the results 
of the two tests were such that the college values her 
first calf, a heifer, at $500.00; sold her next calf, a bull, 
for $800.00; while the last calf following this test is 
valued at $1,000. Prof. Salisbury says that to all ap- 
pearances the last calf born is the best individual of the 
three calves to date. Without the A. R. testing it is 
doubtful whether the three calves would be worth $100.00 
each at birth. But allowing that value and the liberal 
sum of $150.00 for rearing the heifer to two years of 
age, and $75.00 for rearing the bull till sold, we have a 
total of $525.00; while the price of the bull sold was 
$800.00. This leaves a profit of $275.00 in addition to the 
net profit on milk; and in addition the college values the 
first calf at $500.00 and the last at $1,000. Did the testing 
for A. R. pay?

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Marketing of Pure Bred Dairy Cattle

dairy cattle offered to the buyers at 

any one auction seldom exceeded one 
hundred head and many times was below 
that number. That had been the uniform 
practice for years. These sales were more 
or less local in character, precluded ef- 
ficient advertising, split up the market and 
increased the expense of marketing dairy 
cattle. There had never been any great 
and outstanding sale that commanded the 
attention and interest of the public and 
afforded a comprehensive market for the 
breeder and buyer. ya 
In this day of modern affairs the busi- Nb. as 


Pieair to 1926 the number of pure bred 


ness that sells its products and prospers 
is the one that prominently and efficiently 
places itself before the public and broad- 
casts the desirability of its wares into 
every hamlet and home in the land. In the sale of pure 
bred dairy stock this had not been done, or at least had 
been indifferently done. To state it in a word and blunt- 
ly, the marketing of dairy cattle, the foundation of agricul- 
tural prosperity, was in a rut. It appeared as if the 
breeders and distributors had decided the last and best 
way had been achieved. 

For many years I have been engaged in the business 
of finding a market and selling dairy cattle. I have found 
that success in the undertaking requires constant vigi- 
lance, and a placid satisfaction with present methods and 
conditions very often results in failure and disaster. Pro- 
gress is the law of life and constantly better and more 
efficient methods are the life of business. I became con- 
vinced the marketing and sale of dairy cattle was in a 
rut, that both the breeding and sale of pure bred dairy 
stock was retarded and the profits of the breeder and the 
dairyman were depleted by that condition. In the winter 
of 1925 and ’26 I determined to depart from the old 
methods and undertake and carry on to a successful con- 
clusion a sale of outstanding pure bred cattle and as nearly 
as possible in the first undertaking, make it nation-wide 
in its scope. I knew I must have the support and coopera- 
tion of the breeders and dairymen of the country and con- 
servative as they are, the idea must be sold to them. Be- 
side a comprehensive and efficient campaign of advertising 
would have to take place so that every man intending to 
buy dairy cattle would be induced to attend the sale. 

It was a long, hard road to travel, requiring untiring 
and unrelenting effort, but, like any other beneficial ac- 
complishment in this good old world, it would be worth 
all it might cost. 

The history of the improvement of the cattle of all 
breeds is one of the most fascinating stories this world 
affords, and to the successful breeder mankind owes as 
much as to any other man. He is of the type and spirit 
that is not satisfied to pass through life marking time but 
with a vision penetrating the future beholds_ better 
methods, bigger achievements and a higher civilization. 
To these men I took the story of a wider and more com- 
prehensive market, a larger and more outstanding sale, 
and with their help and cooperation a new and important 
advancement was made in the marketing of dairy cattle. 

Standing on the threshold of a new year I want to 
say to the breeder and dairyman the end is not yet, and, 
thank God, it never will come so long as the dairy busi- 
ness lives. There will always be new advancements to be 
undertaken, new efforts to be made. To no generation is 
it given to arrive at the end of all achievement. To each 
will be given the opportunity to breed and develop a better 
and more profitable dairy animal. The dairy cow is the 
handmaiden of husbandry and always must be for she 
stands between the husbandman and a depleted soil. 
There are vast areas in this country, and in other lands, 
where the salvation of agriculture depends upon the 
advent of the dairy cow. The market is boundless and 
the demand can be almost overwhelming. But it must 
never be forgotten the market is for the one who finds it

and not for the man who waits for it to 
come along the highway. Thé small sale 
has its time, place and purpose but it 
never can meet the needs of a nation-wide 
demand and dispersion of our dairy cattle. 
The market place must be of a size, char. 
acter and renown to meet the condition. 
Our ability, intention and desire to fur- 
nish the best dairy cattle in all the world 
must be impressed upon the mind and 
written indelibly upon the memory of 
every man who has any notion of buying 
dairy cow. This can be done only by 
means of the big sale, a sale of five hun- 
\ lred or more cattle. The bigger the sale 
he greater the ability to advertise, the 
arger the opportunity of the buyers for 
selection, the more extensive the market 
)9t the Owner and the expense is less per 
unit of the sale. The market place must meet the needs 
of the situation. 

But before such a market place can be acquired it is 
absolutely necessary there be cooperation. The breeder 
cannot promote the sale and the manager cannot breed 
the cattle. There must necessarily be a combination of 
the two. If the breeders desire the best market they 
must get squarely back of a competent and responsible 
manager and salesman and give him united and consistent 
support. Divided effort means failure from the begin- 
ning. Every man who is worthwhile at all has ideas of 
his own, but in an undertaking like a sale of five hundred 
or more cattle, consigned by possibly a hundred owners, 
there must be unity of purpose, effort and action. There 
are good many millions of cattle in this great dairy sec- 
tion and a sale of five hundred head means marketing 
of a very small fraction of the grand total. Here is op- 
portunity knocking at the door of the breeder of pure bred 
cattle. It is no one man’s job. But the breeders united 
with competent and reliable managers and salesmen en- 
large the scope of the market and multiply the prosperity 
of the dairy industry. Breeding and marketing must go 
hand in hand. Each is the complement of the other and 
there can be no greater incentive to breeding than a large, 
comprehensive and profitable market. Let every man who 
is interested in a more profitable dairy cow become a 
booster for larger sales and consequently a more extensive 
market. The old way is shopworn; the new way will suc- 
ceed if there is united effort. 


Constructive Criticism is the hope of any undertaking. 
No one man knows it all. Constructive Criticism clarifies 
ideas, dissipates mistaken notions, broadens the mental 
vision and helps to put a project upon a safe and secure 
foundation. It is the product of careful study and pro- 
found thought. It is never offered at random but only 
when it is the sole and sincere intention to get at the 
truth. Men who sincerely desire the success of any under- 
taking and who are willing and ready to do their part 
never bicker or find fault. All the fault finder can do is 
hinder development and progress. He is a stumbling block 
in the way to better things. So in building a greater mar- 
ket for pure bred dairy cattle, there is no place for the 
fault finder, but ample room and a cordial welcome for 
the man who has constructive ideas. By the cooperation 
of breeders, dairymen and salesman of that character and 
temperament, the market for our dairy cattle can be made 
as broad as the world. 

The Classic, the Special and the U. S. National Sales 
of 1926 demonstrated the feasibility and necessity of big 
sales. They were concrete proof to the breeder and dairy- 
man that the big sale is sound in princip.e and possible 
of accomplishment. But let us not forget there are greater 
possibilities in the future, that the market can be extended 
beyond the limits of the most optimistic anticipation of 
the breeder and salesman. This mistake of marking time 
that prevailed during the years prior to 1926 must be 
avoided. The course is forward, never backward and 
there must be no stopping place along the way. Each

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Should Bulls Be Scored? 


ITHOUT general approval of the Holstein industry, 
W no system of selective registration that might be 
adopted at an annual convention could prove to 
be successful. It is for that reason that the committee 
from the Board of Directors appointed to study this ques- 
tion and report at the next convention, is especially 
anxious to have breeders generally make known their 
views on the subject, so that recommendations brought 
in by the committee may not only embody the best pos- 
sible thought on the subject but also may bear the 
stamp of approval of the rank and file of breeders. is 
Last week, we reported in some detail the action of 
the conference of breeders held in Chicago on this sub- 
ject. This conference listened to a report by President 
Houck, of the Canadian Association, as to the way their 
plan of Advanced Registration of bulls is working out, 
and although there was a wide divergence of ideas in 
the minds of members of this conference when they came 
together, all seemed to be thoroughly sold upon the gen- 
eral principles of the Canadian plan so that there was a 
unanimous vote of the conference requesting the Com- 
mittee to report a plan worked out along that line for 
action by the Springfield Convention next June. 

The Committee, we are assured, does not intend to act, 
however, without the fullest council and study. They 
are seeking advice from all who have ideas to offer and 
we understand are planning to make a personal inspec- 
tion of the actual operation of the Canadian system 
which also was outlined in detail in our issue of last 
week. 

We commend the committee on its disposition to pro- 
ceed cautiously and to take no action until it is sure 
of its ground. This recommendation, it will be recalled, 
is somewhat of a reversal from the ideas entertained by 
the General Welfare Committee three years ago. The 
sub-committee, it will be remembered, brought in a plan 
for scoring in what was to be known as the Type Section 
of the Advanced Register in which the females with rec- 
ords would be scored and those scoring seventy-five points 
or over would have their rating published in the Blue 
Book and special ribbon and medal awards would be 
given to those exceeding production requirements by cer- 
tain percentages and also scoring above certain estab- 
lished minimums for type. The sub-committee also re- 
ported on a scoring plan for bulls with ribbon and medal 
awards to be given them also, based on the records of 
their dams and the type and production of older bulls as 
well as the type of the bulls themselves. 

The General Welfare Committee, after considering the 
matter, decided to defer action of this sort upon the bulls 
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until after it had been tried out for a year Or So On the 
females. It was argued at that time that comparatively 
few of the sires that had gone down in history as being 
really great breeding bulls would have secured a very 
high ranking on the basis of their own type and also that 
the converse of this proposition is true—that many of 
our bulls that win show ring honors have never made 
much of a mark as sires of either type or production. It 
was argued at that time that the adoption of such a scor. 
ing system for bulls would practically black list a lot 
of very desirable breeding bulls that might be of up. 
attractive individuality themselves. One argument that 
was advanced was that we do not keep our bulls to look 
at, but to sire offspring and that if the offspring suits 
us the type of the bull himself is unimportant. 

We mention these points not in any way as a criti- 
cism of the recent action of the Chicago conference, but 
merely in recognition of a feeling that is in the minds 
of some of our breeders. Personally, we do not believe 
it carries as much force as it did a few years ago. In 
that time, our breed has definitely gone forward along the 
line of combining type and production and the industry 
today is undoubtedly in better shape to go into a plan 
such as outlined for the scoring of herd sires without 
causing loss and hardship upon breeders who may have 
been using bulls of poor type that were getting them 
satisfactory offspring. 

It would seem logical to us in any system we adopt 
to take all the lessons we can from the Holland system. 
This has been in operation for more than twenty years 
and the results in the improvement of the general type 
of the breed along with production since Ward Stevens 
and T. A. Mitchell selected the importation for the 
Breeders Consignment Sale Company back in about 1904, 
is recommendation enough for the soundness of their 
methods. The Holland system requires bulls to measure 
up to the high standards of type before they can be regis- 
tered. We, of course, cannot go to that length, but it 
does seem like a logical place to start in selection for the 
breeding of better animals to give recognition to our 
good individual bulls. If it can be done without compli- 
cating the proposed system too much, it appeals to us 
that this recognition ought not to be extended, in the 
case of young bulls, unless the dam also satisfied the 
inspector as suitable from the standpoint of both type 
and production as the dam of a prospective breed im- 
prover. The highest recognition, of course, should be 
provided for proven bulls that have demonstrated their 
ability to sire the right kind of type along with high pro- 
duction, something after the order of the preferential 
sires in Holland. 

We do not want to do all the talking on this subject. 
We want to hear from breeders in all sections with their 
ideas on this important matter. The points we have 
mentioned wili doubtless suggest others worthy of con- 
sideration. Please consider this a personal invitation to 
give expression to your views in this matter. 


A Worthwhile Thought 


N the very excellent article by Col. O. G. Clark featured 
| ing this issue under the heading “Marketing Pure Bred 

Dairy Cattle,” there is one sentence which we wish could 
be written in flaming letters and kept constantly as a 
daily reminder to Holstein breeders everywhere. The 
passage we refer to is as follows: 


“It must never be forgotten the 
market is for the one who claims it 
and not for the man who waits for it 
to come along the highway.” 


In any other line of business, the seller does not ex 
pect to market his goods to advantage unless they possess 
merit in themselves, and are in proper form and condition 
to sell and, if in a competitive field, he does not expect 
to get results without advertising. Don’t blame the Hol 
stein industry or the Holstein market if your surplus 
sales have been unsatisfactory but instead check up 02 
your own business methods. If you are one who is wait 
ing for the market “to come along the highway” you may 
find that the breeders who have gone out to meet it have 
left only the crumbs from the feast for you.

optimistic feeling of breeders that business is much im- 
proved and that prospects for 1927 are brighter still.

Whose efforts in Holstein Calf Club 
work will continue to be an inspiration 
to Club members through the Marvin 
Daniel Memorial Fund, which is estab- 
lished by Dr. W. T. Phy, of Hot Lake, 
Oregon, in memory of Marvin Daniel, 
who died suddenly in 1925, after two 
years of outstanding Club Work.

Thus is Marvin’s memory perpetu- 
ated, but it is to be perpetuated in 
another way and the example of his 
career kept before the Clubbers of 
the Northwest through the Marvin 
Daniel Memorial Fund established by 
Dr. W. T. Phy, physician and Holstein 
breeder of Hot Lake, Oregon, who 
has announced that he will devote to 
this purpose all of his future win- 
nings at the Union Livestock Show, 
where he exhibits regularly every 
year. The money will be used to 
send some Union County Clubber to 
the annual Summer School at Oregon 
Agricultural College, and eventually, 
it is hoped, the fund will become 
self-sustaining and only the interest 
used. Its Trustees will be the Union 
County Agent, now H. G. Avery; the 
Secretary of the Union County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, now Earl Reynolds; 
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and the Superintendent of the East- 
ern Oregon Experiment Station, now 
Robert Withycombe. AS President ot 
the State Board of Health and of the 
Eugenics Board, Dr. Phy is deeply 
interested in hereditary influences, 
hence has arranged that the excel- 
jence of an essay on the importance 
of scientific breeding of livestock, 
Eugenics idea, shall count seventy 
per cent in making the scholarship 
award. Care of stock, skill in show- 
manship and excellence of Club 
records will count ten per cent each, 
and will be judged annually at Union, 
where would-be beneficiaries of the 
fund must show that they are good 
livestock handlers, earnest Club mem- 
pers and supporters of the local live- 
stock exhibition. 

The doctor’s interest in Marvin 
was aroused soon after the boys of 
Cove organized a Calf Club in March, 
1923. The fourteen-year-old boy was 
the only one in the group who pre- 
ferred Holsteins, and sought’ the 
advice of Dr. Phy, who was so much 
impressed with the way he _ had 
thought out Holstein adaptability to 
Eastern Oregon conditions that he 
started the youngster out with a 
heifer calf. One of the first honors 
Marvin won was beating his bene- 
factor in open competition at the 
Union Livestock Show, and the two 
were fast friends ever after. The 
boy won numerous local _ honors, 
exhibited successfully at the Oregon 
State Fair and at the Pacific Inter- 
national, and in the fall of 1924 won 
the gold medal for maintaining Dr. 
Phy’s exhibit in the best condition 
of any at North Portland. He 
several times attended the O. A. C. 
Summer School, and in 1925 was a 
member of the Boys’ Governing Com- 
mittee there. Less than a month 
later he died suddenly at his home 
in Cove, but in the hearts of 4-H club- 
bers of Oregon, the memory of Mar- 
vin Daniel will never die.

The members gave two plays, one 
last fall and one in the spring, and 
added additional funds by bake sales. 
running a stand at a farm gathering 
and by pooling the prize money won 
at the State Fair and North Iowa Fair 
on Club Exhibits. In all about $250 
Was raised for the trip to Ames, to 
attend the Junior Short Course.

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Vista Club is E. B. Bush, while much 
credit for the success of the Farm 
Record Clubs in Chickasaw County 
is due County Agent Frank Hunt, Mr.

2,500 Attend Junior Course 

Twenty-five hundred Iowa 4-H Club 
boys and girls attended the Junior 
Short Course at lowa State College 
last week—the largest-meeting of the 
kind ever held in the state. 

The enrollment of girls was approx- 
imately 1,600. There were 500 boys 
and about 400 Club leaders. 

The girls were sO numerous that 
they had to meet in three groups. 
The same program was given before 
each group at different times during 
the day. 

Bremer County was represented by 
the largest delegation of boys, girls 
and leaders—87 in all. Many of the 
boys and girls won trips to the short 
course as. prizes for excellence in 
Club work. 

The week was a full one for the 
youngsters. Lectures, demonstrations, 
contests, entertainments kept them 
busy from eight in the morning until 
night. 

The food consuming powers of 
2,500 Iowa youngsters—and that is 
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the number that attended the annual 
Junior Short Course Banquet in the 
Armory at lowa State College last 
Thursday—would put to shame the 
prowess of an ostrich farm. 

The tables at the banquet were 
loaded down with 1,000 pounds of 
ham—50 hams in ali—20 bushels of 
potatoes au gratin, 3,500 Parker House 
rolis, 2,500 half pint bottles of milk, 
300 pounds of cherry sherbert, 315 
quart bricks of ice cream, 150 pounds 
of celery, 120 pounds or 15 gallons of 
sweet pickles, 160 pounds of cake, 60 
gallons of fruit cocktail, 84 gallons of 
spiced peaches, 100 pounds of butter 
and 150 gallons of drinking water. 

The boys and girls left the banquet 
hall approximately 8,000 pounds heav- 
ier than they were when they entered. 

One hundred and sixty waiters and 
50 helpers in the kitchen were re- 
quired for preparing and serving the 
feast. The waiters, it is estimated, 
walked over 100 miles in all to serve 
the people. 

An estimate of the total sur- 
face of the table tops places that 
area at about one-fifth of an acre. 
The distance up an down the aisles 
around the tables was more than a 
mile.

A 13,000-lb. Herd Average “At Over- 
brook 


The Overbrook Holstein Dairy at 
the Essex County Hospital, Cedar 
Grove, New Jersey, reports that their 
dairy of nearly 100 pure bred Hol- 
stein cows averaged 13,014 lbs. milk 
per cow for the calendar year of 1926. 
This is their fourth consecutive year 
with a herd average of over 12,000 
ibs. 

The top cow of the dairy was Ches- 
ney Belle Sweet, a _ four-year-old 
daughter of their herd sire, King 
Sweet. She produced in the calen- 
dar year 26,015 lbs. milk and 1,100 
Ibs. butter. Three other cows pro- 
duced over 20,000 Ibs. milk and sev- 
eral more fell a little short of this 
mark. Two of these 20,000-lb. cows, 
Chesney Pontiac Sweet and Dream 
Girl 3d, also exceeded this mark in 
1925. 

During the past year, five cows in 
the dairy completed records of over 
1,000 lbs. butter and several 7-day 
records of 20 lbs. on two-year-olds 


and 30 lbs. on cows were made. This 
herd ranked fifth on the Honor List 
for 1925-1926 and was second highest 
eastern herd. Their herd sire, King 
Sweet, ranked twelfth on the Honor 
List of sires and was the youngest 
sire among the dozen leaders. 

While milk is the main feature at 
Overbrook, they have successfully 
combined this with excellence of type 
as demonstrated by their exhibit at 
the Sesquicentennial where one of 
their 1,000-lb. cows, Frindaella Elkin- 
dale Ormsby, was sixth prize aged 
cow and third prize senior A. R. cow. 
They also won fourth on dairy herd 
and several other prizes. A daughter

After the meeting a general discussion ensued leq 
by a talk by C. F. Bigler, Secretary of the State Associa- 
tion. The Club decided to hold their annual sale, Novem- 
ber 16-17, 1927 and to hold the next meeting on January 
twenty-eighth at which time the delegate to the State 
Association would give a report and a constructive pro- 
gram arranged to be carried out for the coming year, 
Secretary Bigler proposed taking up Calf Club work to 
further the aims of Holstein breeding and the work of 
the Dairy Improvement Association along other lines 
of club work. The Club expects to hold several meet- 
ings during the winter months and to hold a farm tour 
and picnic at a convenient time this summer. President 
Young was appointed chairman of the Membership Com- 


mittee and the boys plan to secure 100 members for 
1927. Farm Bureau Manager Stempfle gave a_ very 
interesting talk on cow testing association work and 


breeding problems in Steuben County as well as tuber- 
culosis eradication.

Marked catalogs were received of fifty-one sales during 
the year, containing a total of 3,940 head. The figures 
shown at the bottom of this page are worthy of study. 
In the column at the right, it will be noted that the 
average prices in he same classifications for 1925 appear 
and the averages in each age and record class are sub- 
stantially higher for 1926 than they were for the preced- 
ing year. 

Another development of the past year was the as- 
sembling of large numbers of cattle for sale under one 
management, there being no less than three sales during 
the year that exceeded the 300-head mark, running up to 
450 head for the largest. For the purposes of compari- 
son, we submit the acompanying list of general averages 
by years for the past fifteen years. On the following page 
will be found also the complete list of sales for 1926 as 
figuring in this report and summary. There are a num- 
ber of low spots but these are not confined to any particu- 
lar section. In a number of cases, especially in the fall 
sales, unfavorable weather conditions operated against 
the success of the sale. In other cases the quality, con- 
dition and age of the animals operated to keep down 
the general average. On the whole, we believe the sales 
of 1926 have left Holstein breeders in an optimistic frame 
of mind and promise well for the industry in 1927.

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Is Dairying a Paying Business? 
By CLARENCE S. KUEHN 
Tester C. T. A., Yellow Medicine Co., Minn. 


In communities where the dairy 
cow does not occupy a prominent 
position in the general program of 
farm work this above question is 
often asked. The statement is also 
often made that she is not a paying 
proposition. In this article an effort 
will be made to show you that she 
is not only a good side-line to have 
in connection with the general farm- 
ing practice, but that she is also a 
very good paying proposition as a 
major project rather than as a minor 
one. 

After only one year of testing the 
members of the local, The Yellow 
Medicine County, Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation was greeted with some 
very interesting facts concerning 
the cows in their respective 
herds; some _ facts they would 
not, before testing and know- 
ing, think possible. The desire to do 
better the next year led the greater 
number of these members to again 
subject their cows to a test for the 
second year. This practice is truly 
the better one. Each successive 
year as we continue this testing we 
will be in a position to accurately 
cull our lower and non-profit produc- 
ing cows and by keeping only the 
better ones and by giving these a 
little better care and attention we 
can and will continuously raise the 
average standard of our herds. That 
will be improvement that may well 
be spelled with a capital I. 

To answer the above question 
we will treat on one particular herd 
of 15 head of pure bred Holsteins. 
In this herd some very interesting 
facts were disclosed. Farmers gener- 
ally lose sight of the great value of 
those generally un-recognized by-pro- 
ducts, the skimmilk, the calf, and the 
manure. In this herd it was found 
that these by-products represented a 
value of $100 per month. This $100 
per month will pay the wages of a 
good herdsman who could and would 
still further increase the production 
of the herd in question. In this case 
I will say frankly that I not only 
think this possible, but rather that 
I know it is. This same fact is also 
true of “practically” all herds in this 
country. They are not producing up 
to their inherited capacity, which is 
the limiting factor. The cause of 
this uneconomical condition, or loss, 


is that all too many farmers in gen- 
eral are not giving enough serious 
thought to the question. Like the 
diamond in the rough, whose true 
value is not known until it is cut and 
polished, so, too, is the true value of 
the cow not known until she is given 
a chance to produce and then tested 
to determine accurately the amount 
of production of which she is capable. 

In showing you the true value of 
the dairy cow we will consider the 
skimmilk, the calf and the manure 
together with the butter fat. They 
all deserve their respective credit as 
they are all products of the cow. In 
this study the value allowed for the 
skimmilk was 25c per hundred-weight, 
a value that has many times been 
arrived at in comparative tests of 
the feeding value of various feeds. 
The value allowed for the calf in the 
case of a pure bred was $50 and the 
value of the manure was taken at 
$1.90 per ton; crediting the cow with 
a production of 5 tons per year. The 
amount of skimmilk was 10,000 pounds 
and at 25c per hundred-weight is 
is worth $25. This $25 plus $50, the 
value of the calf, plus the value of 
the manure, $9.50, equals $84.50. 
This $84.50 then multiplied by 15, 
the number of cows in the herd, 
equals $1,267.50. This $1,267.50 then 
divided by 12, the number of months 
in the year, equals a little over $100. 
This $100 then is the monthly value 
of these by-products which are usual- 
ly forgotten. 

The sale or use of these by-products 
being allowed to pay the labor charge 
of caring for the cows, I will still 
further show you that the dairy cow 
is a paying proposition. We have, 
in further study of the above herd, 
an average production of 350 pounds 
of butter fat. The average value of 
this butter fat was $159.85 per cow. 
The average feed cost per cow was 
$82.57. This average feed cost then 
subtracted from the average value 
of the butter fat, $159.85, leaves us 
an average return above feed cost of 
$77.28 per cow or $1,159.20 for the 
herd of 15 cows. This return of 
$159.85 per cow also represents an 
average return of $1.92 for every 
dollar spent for feed. Individually 
the returns per dollar spent for feed 
ranged from $1.55 to $3.09 per cow. 
This means that these cows returned

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a dividend of from 55% to 209% ang 
averaged 92%. This is a good return 
that will, however, increase as further 
improvement is made through the 
adoption of better methods of feed. 
ing and caring, culling and breeding. 
The greatest point of interest for 
all concerned, however, is that the 
cows in this above referred to herd 
were handled and fed much the same 
general way as are the average cows 
of the country. They were milked 
only twice daily and what is more 
important is that the feeds fed were 
all home-grown. They are alfalfa hay, 
corn silage, ground oats, ground bar. 
ley or ground corn. This will, I hope 
explode with a B-A-N-G the genera] 
theory that in order to make cows 
produce heavily one must have a lot 
of high-powered feed. This, as you 
can now see, is not at all necessary, 
In the light of such figures as these, 
one cannot but wonder how or why 
it is that still all too many farmers 
and dairymen will continue to feed 
and care for just any kind of a cow. 
Compare the above herd that pro 
duced an average of 350 pounds of 
butter fat with the ordinary cow that 
produces only an average of 150 to 
160 pounds of butter fat. The higher 
producing heid returns over three 
times as much as does the lower 
producing one though the amount of 
butter fat produced is not three times 
as much. Would it not be more pro- 
fitable and also more satisfactory to 
have cows that keep us than to have 
cows that we must keep; cows like 
the ordinary average ones that do 
not produce enough butter fat to pay 
their board bill. Think it over, Part- 
ner. Where do you stand. I trust I 
have answered your question: Is 
Dairying A Paying Business? My 
answer is: Yes, there is money in 
dairying: If We Go After It; it will 
not come to us without some effort, 
both physical and mental, on our part.

Eeditor’s Note: We are glad of the op- 
portunity of publishing this discussion 
ot the subject of marketing pure bred 
dairy cattle by Col Clark. It presents a 
different side to the picture than has been 
depicted in some of the recent letters on 
the subject of public sales. 

From Col. Clark’s conclusion and also 
from the tone of some of the letters we 
have received, we think possibly our 
position as expressed in the editorial] of 
November 27 may have been misinter- 
preted and we take this occasion to clar- 
ify our position. We are not opposed to 
big sales. We believe that they are fun- 
damentally sound and we believe that Co), 
Clark performed a good service for the 
Holstein industry when he demonstrated 
this fact so forcefully in his Classic sale 
last spring. Our objection in the sale 
matter is the over-crowding of the pubiic 
sale field with too many big sales of sup- 
posedly national calibre in any one given 
period of time. To express it in homely 
language, our motto might be “treat the 
patient in big doses but not quite so 
often.”’ 

Stating our position again in a little 
different way, our specific objection to 
the sale situation last fall was that either 
Clark’s Special or the U. S. National Sale 
would have been a much greater success 
if the other one had not been in the field 
This was both from the standpoint of 
filling up the available immediate market 
and also the difficulty of getting a suf- 
ficient number of good cattle to make 
good on the advertising promises. We 
think the results of the big sales of the 
past fall provided sufficient evidence in 
proof of our contention that it is possible 
to throw on the market in one section 
more high clas animals than the buying 
public will absorb at prices commensur- 
ate with their value. As we have stated 
before, the surest way to depress any 
market is to exert too much selling pres- 
sure on it, and our chief concern in con- 
nection with the Holstein market is that 
we be careful to avoid this condition in 
our public sales. The situation in the 
public sale field last fall rather led us to 
believe that the warning was a timely 
one.

It is a Duty of Breeders to Help Eradicate Abortion Disease 


HE MOST favorable seat for the growth and development of Bacillus Bang is in the fetal membranes of the 
T pregnant uterus and in the developed udder. It aiso has been found in the genital tract of infected bulls 

and in the stomach and intestines of newly born and aborted calves from infected dams. These should be 
considered as sources of infection. 


Since the pregnant uterus is one of the most favorable seats for the growth and development of Bacillus Abortus 
Bang, cows should be regarded as the most dangerous spreaders at the time of abortion and for a short time 
afterwards through discharge from the uterus and vagina. Next to the aborted cow, infected cows at apparent- 
ly normal calving time are dangerous spreaders. A cow does not necessarily need to abert to become a spreader. 
Not all animals affected with tuberculosis develop the typical symptoms of this disease, neither do all cows abort 
that are infected with Bang Bacillus. In either case, however, the affected animals may be spreaders of the 
cause of the disease in question. 


The Bacillus Bang has not been found in the uterus of cows for more than 58 days after an abortion or appar- 
ently normal calving and seldom has it been found later than 30 days subsequent to calving. After this time 
there should be little danger of healthy bulls becoming mechanical carriers from serving infected cows. 


All animals infected with Bang Bacillus should be considered dangerous spreaders. All materials contaminated 
with Bang Bacillus should be considered sources of infection. The intestinal discharge from calves suckling in- 
fected mothers should be considered a source of infection. A large percentage of infected cows are life-time ce@r- 
riers of Bang Bacillus in the udder and their milk should be considered a source of infection. 


It has been shown that abortion can be produced by feeding materials contajning Bang Bacillus and it is believed 
that most infections are contracted through materials contaminated and eaten as food or taken into the mouth in 
some other way. All food and water should therefore be guarded against becoming contaminated with 
Bang Bacillus.

WORLD’S RECORD 

A new World’s Record for milk in 
the 305-day division, Classification C. 
for heifers under full age has just 
been hung up by the Clothilde Maid 
Ormsby Bess, owned by R. E. Eddy, 
Newmont Farm, Poultney, Vt. Her 
figures are given by her owner as 
19,141.5 Ibs. milk containing 770.22 
lbs. butter at 4 years, 11 months, fresh- 
ening again within the year to quali- 
fy the record. This was done on 
twice-a-day milking, Classification C. 
The milk record is the highest ever 
made by a heifer under full age in 
Class C of the 305-day division .and 
the butter record ranks second for 
her age. She is a daughter of Sir 
Bess Pietertje Jewel, who is a son 
of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th, being a full brother to a 36-lb. 
and 1,100-lb. three-year-old. She also 
has a seven-day record at 4% years

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Sterility in Cattle Serious Problem 


Disease Due to Varying Causes and Needs—Skilled Treatment—linfected Ani- 
mals Source of Danger 


E. T. HALLMAN, Michigan State College 


The correspondence we are receiv- 
ing from breeders indicates that Ster- 
ility in cattle is one of the most 
troublesome problems that face the 
breeder. In fact, we have more in- 
quiries concerning this than any 
other disease of livestock. This arti- 
cle is not written with the idea of 
offering a solution of the problem, 
but is an attempt to discuss it in 
such a way that the’ breeder will 
have a better understanding of it. 

Reproduction in the cow depends 
upon the mating with the mate, each 
having healthy and normally func- 
tioning reproductive organs, and of 
maintaining the health of the female 
organs throughout the period of 
pregnancy. It is complicated by the 
fact that reproduction is the result 
of the correlated functions of a 
group of organs of each sex, and the 
failure of one or more. organs of 
either sex to function properly may 
prevent reproduction. The reproduc- 
tive organs of both sexes are among 
the most complex and highly special- 
ized organs of the body. There is 
no function that is more complicated 
or specialized than that of reproduc- 
tion. It is a fundamental law that 
the more complex an organ is, or 
the more specialized its function is, 
the more susceptible it is to injury 
and the more difficult it is to correct 
the effect of injury. It is a fact that 
all disturbed functions and all dis- 
eases are due to direct or indirect 
injury of some kind. 

Failure to breed in a cow is the 
result of absence of function or dis- 
turbed function of one or more of the 
reproductive organs of the cow or 
the bull. It is obvious, from the com- 
plexity of the problem, that in any 
specific case of sterility it may not

be possible to determine what organ, 
or organs, is the cause of failure to 
reproduce. Or, if this can be deter. 
mined, it may not be possible to de- 
termine the cause of the condition, or 
there may be no known method of 
correcting the trouble. To illustrate 
this last statement, it may be stated 
that sterility is occasionally due to 
failure of the ovary to develop the 
egg. The cause of this is unknown. 
Sterility is occasionally due to ab- 
scessation of one or both testicles 
of the bull. The cause of an abscess 
is very well understood but the treat- 
ment of an abscess of the testicle is 
far from satisfactory. 

A great deal of work has been done 
by investigators in several  experi- 
ment stations (including this one) 
and others on sterility and some pro- 
gress has been made in methods of 
controlling it, but much yet remains 
to be learned before the problem can 
be effectively met. 

Most of the research in this prob- 
lem has been on the bacterial dis- 
eases of the reproductive organs, and 
considerable effort has been made to 
control the infections that cause 
sterility with a variable degree of 
success. The germ that causes abor- 
tion is often an important factor in 
sterility. Other germs’ similar to 
those that cause wound infections 
may invade the reproductive organs 
of either sex and spread from one 
animal to another through copulation 
and association, causing sterility. 

Whether the condition in any par- 
ticular herd is due to bacterial infec- 
tion, can be determined only by the 
personal examination of the herd by 
a qualified veterinarian, or, as in the 
case of abortion disease infection, 
by a laboratory examination of the 
blood. If it can be determined that 
sterility is due to bacterial infection, 
there is very little, if anything, that 
the breeder can do in the treatment 
of the condition. 


Before the treatment can be ad- 
vised, each sterile animal must be 
examined in an attempt to determine 
the organ or organs diseased and 
the nature and extent of the disease. 
If the condition can be determined, 
it may be such that it cannot be 
remedied. If the condition is one 
that encourages treatment, the proper 
treatment may be medical or surgi- 
cal or a combination of both. Treat- 
ment of the womb and ovaries must 
be based on ability to recognize dis- 
ease of them and upon a knowlege 
of the action and limitations of drugs 
and the ability to use special instru- 
ments. This knowlege can be_ ob- 
tained only through intensive train- 
ing and experience, and is not po- 
sessed by the breeder. There are no 
simple remedies for diseased condi- 
tions of the reproductive organs. 
They are not simple organs and when 
they cease to function properly they 
may not yield to the most skilled 
efforts of the experienced veterina- 
rian.

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animals sterile because of bacterial 
disease of the reproductive organs 
can be made to breed by _ proper 


treatment by a skilled veterinarian. 
If the services of a qualified veterina- 
rian are available and the value of 
the herd is high, the results of treat- 
ment justify the expense incurred. 
In grade herds, it may be question- 
able whether the results justify the 
expense of treatment. In such herds, 
the owner naturally asks if there is 
not something of value he can do. For 


cows in which sterility is due to 
ovarian or uterine trouble, there is 
no specific treatment he can give 


that is likely to be beneficial, and im- 
proper or misdirect treatment may 
actually do harm. If the disease is 
limited to the vagina, vaginal douch- 
ing three or four times a week may 
be of value. The selection of a pro- 
per douche is of great importance. 
The lining of the vagina is quite sen- 
sitive to irritating drugs or strong 
solutions of disinfectants, and their 
use may aggravate the condition. 
One-half pound of borax to a gallon 
and a half of water is as effective a 
vaginal douche as any _ preparation 


that can be safely used by the lay- 


man. 

The importance of nutrition as a 
factor in sterility is not definitely 
known. It has been assumed _ that 


rations deficient in certain minerals 
and vitamines were causes of ster- 
ility. This assumption is probably 
correct, but the minimum state of nu- 
trition compatible with reproduction 
is not known, and it is difficult to 
evaluate this factor as a cause of 
sterility in animals fed the usual farm 
rations. 

Lack of exercise and inadequate nu- 
trition may possibly influence the 
herd resistance to bacterial causes of 
sterility. The owner of a_ herd in 
which sterility is a problem should 
carefully analyze his system of man- 
agement and correct any practice 
that may be an important factor. A 
well balanced ration with a maximum 
use of legume pastures and legume 
hay, adequate exercise, and maximum 
exposure to sunlight are important 
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factors in growing and maintaining 
healthy herds and are also of impor. 
tance in overcoming disease. Cows 
with retained afterbirths or with bad 
discharges from the vagina should be 
handled in such a way as to mini- 
mize the danger of infection reaching 
other cows in the herd or the bull. A 
bull with an abnormal discharge 
from his sheath should not be used 
as long as such discharge persists, 
A bull with a low breeding efficiency 
record should always be considered 
a potential danger to cows he may 
serve. Low breeding efficiency in the 
bull may be due to over-use or to dis- 
ease of his reproductive organs. A 
bull with diseassed organs may be 
potent at times and impotent at 
others due to variations in the state 
of activity of the disease process.

The farmers in 
convention approved of Mr. Lowden’s 
plan to relieve the burdens of agri- 
culture as heartily as they approved 
of the actions advocated by Presi- 
dent Coolidge who was the principal 
speaker at the convention in 1925. 

Mr. Lowden has accepted an invita- 
tion to address Missouri Farmers’ 
Week, Columbia, Missouri, Thursday, 
January 20. He will deliver his first 
address of the day on the program of 
the dairymen, speaking as President 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America. His night speech will be 
made at the auditorium of the State 
University. For three years Presi- 
dent Lowden has been annually in-

EXCHANGE HERD SIRES 

Holstein breeders may be interest- 
ed in a recent trade of the well 
known Waupaca Co. Wis. Holstein 

’ sires, Marathon Bess Burke 18th, 
owned by George Lindsay & Sons of 
Manawa, and Ponderosa Colanthus 
Pietertje, owned by A. E., Smith

WASHINGTON TESTING 

The report of official tests in prog- 
ress in the State of Washington 
shows that the well known Holstein, 
Linden Clara Pasma, owned by Henry 
Bouchard, of Bucoda, is the leading 
fat producer over all breeds for the 
month with 6.0132. Ibs. fat, 148.6 Ibs. 
milk in the two days of her official 
supervision, the record being made 
229 days after calving. This cow has 
one of the highest cow testing associ- 
ation records ever reported and is 
evidently going to hang up a sensa- 
tional semi-official record also. Holly- 
wood Farms has most of the leaders 
in the classes milked two or three 
times a day, the highest producer in 
this section being Hollywood Segis 
Mercena with 5.34 Ibs. fat in two days. 
Carnation Farms and Western State 
Hospital likewise have a goodly num- 
ber of animals on test making the 
honor roll. The same announcement 
states that on December 10 the new 
dairy industries building at the Uni- 
versity of Washington was dedicated 
and formally opened. It is known as 
the David S. Troy Hall and repre- 
sents the last word in this type of 
building. 





GOOD RECORDS IN ADVANCED 
REGISTRY TEST 

Howard L. Hurd, of Knox Ridge, 
Thorndike, Maine, has a fine herd of 
registered Holsteins, and recently 
had some of them tested for Ad- 
vanced Registry. Harry Goodine, of 
Stillwater, was the official tester, and 
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Norman Webber, of Brooks, did the 
milking and feeding, this being his 
first experience with test cows. These 
records were made under average 
farm conditions, except the number 
of times of milking and feeding. 

The following figures are from 
those on 7-day test: Sweet Rest Al- 
cartra Ruth, a four-year-old, made 
550 lbs. milk, 22.78 lbs. butter. Sweet 
Rest Pontiac Pietje, also a four-year- 
old, produced 19.78 lbs. butter from 
477 lbs. milk. C. P. P. K. Agnes Vee- 
man made 520.3 Ibs. milk, 21.74 Ibs. 
butter at three years, and S. D. K. V. 
Pontiac Priscilla, a two-year-old, made 
301.6 Ibs. milk, 12.92 Ibs. butter after 
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she had been in milk over three 


months.
